Committee Is Named Which Will Go 
Over the City’s Books to Ascertain 
Whether There Has Been Extensive 
Escaping From Givic Burdens 


Whereas, It is generally claimed in 
ablic and private that the City of St. 
ouis is being systematically robbed of 
ta just resources in the way of personal 
md other taxes, and whereas the city 
much needs, at the present time, her just 
fues in order to properly meet the extra 
demands being made upon her in these 
days of commemoration and celebrations, 
and that each citizen may do his part, 
and that the tax-dodger and schemer may 
be compelled to pay his full share, and 
that the dishonest be brought under the 
searchlight. 

This preamble is attached to a resolution 
adopted by the House of Delegates at Fri- 
‘ay night's meeting. 

The resolution was introduced by Dele- 
ate Teschmacher and voted solidly for by 
se Gazzolo-McCarthy faction. The ‘“‘ad- 
1inistration”’ faction, voted against it. 

Teschmacher did not write the resolution; 
it was simply handed to him to introduce. 

Persons familiar with municipal affairs 
gay they see politics in the resolution. 

“It is designed as a slap at the charter 
amendments,” said one of them Saturday. 
“The house members responsible for the in- 
troduction of the resolution claim that the 
city would have all the revenue it needs if 
the rich men and business men of. the city 
would only make true returns to the as- 
gessor, particularly on personal property. 

“Tt wnderstand it is the plan of the com- 
mittee to get records from the assessor's 
office to show what small returns on per- 
gonal property many men make who are 
known to have it in very large quantities.” 

Delegate Wiedmer was appointed chatr- 
man of the committee, the appointment of 
which was provided for in the resolution. 
The committee fs empgwered to investtgate 
the records of the vVar'ous departments 
connected with the collection of the rev- 
enue. Four other members of the Gazzolo- 
McCarthy faction were placed on the com- 
mittee. 

The resolution authorizes the committee 
to employ a clerk and an attorney and 
specifies the compensation they may re- 


ceive. 

Comptroller Player says a. special ordi- 
nance appropriating money will be neces- 
sary before any attorney or clerk of such 
a committee can be paid for his services.

FTEEN DEAD 
IN BIG FOUR 
TRAIN WRECK 


Members of the Perdue University 
Football Team Were on the Train 
and Some of Them Are Among 
Those Killed or Seriously Injured. 


CAPTS. LESLIE AND OSBORN 
Two OF THE PLAYERS HURT 


The Accident Was Caused by Gray- 
el Cars Running Down From a 
Side Track on to the Main Line and 
Colliding With the Passenger Train

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 31L—-A special 


train on the Big Four bearing %4 Lafay- 
ette passengers’, including several hundred 
students of Purdue University, was 
wrecked today near Riverside Park, at the 
edge of this city. Fifteen dead have been 
taken from the wreck and 4 passngers 
were injured, 2% of them seriously, 

Among the dead are several members of 
’the Purdue University football team, which 
was to play Indiana University for the 
state championship here this afternoon.

The special train carried the Lafayette 
rooters, numbering near one thousand. It 
consisted of 12 coaches and was running as 
the first section at high speed. 

At a gravel pit switch, near Bighteenth 
street, a switch engine with a cut of coal 
cars collided with the passenger. The pas- 
senger engine and first three coaches were 
almost totally destroyed. 

The first coach was crushed to splinters, 
the second telescoped and thrown down an 
embankment, 15 feet high, while the third 
coach was overturned and thrown across 
the track. 

There is confusion as to what caused the 
accident, each engineer insisting that he 
had the track and did not know of the other 
train. A deep cut prevented a clear view of 
the track. 

The crash of the two trains threw the 
coal cars through the first two coaches, in 
which were many of the players and sub- 
stitutes. The engine, twe coal cars and 
two coaches were crushed into a confused 
mass of wreckage. 

Under this plie of debris were 530 or more 
students of the university. 

The uninjured in the rear coaches hurried 
to the aid of the victims. 

The work of pu.ling out the dead and 
injured was continued by the students and 
passengers. including many girls from La- 
fayette, until surgical help arrived. The 
hospitals and surgeons’ offices were tele-

FEDERAL GRANDJURY

NEW YORK, Oct. S1.—Mysterious as was 
the disappearance of Dr. Willlam H. Bates 
from his home in this city in September of 
last year. the strangeness of that affair has 
been increased by two recent incidents. 
One was the seizure of the little Rates boy 
under process of law. That seizure was ef- 
fected by the mother of the doctor’s first 
wife and by that wife's brother-in-law. 


The second strange incident was fur- 
nished by the appearance of an elde ly man 
at the former home of Dr. Bates, 17 Park 
avenue. This man conveyed the surprising 
news that Dr. Bates was alive in London, 
and wished to know how his boy was get- 
ting along. 


At the time the physician vanished tt 
was asserted strongly that his home life 
had been delightful; that he and his seo- 
ond wife had not quarreled, and that the 
reason for his disappearance was as much 
a mystery to her as to anybody else. But 
the taking of the boy by his mother from 
his stepmother is looked on as showing a 
feud hetween two families which may have 
had something to do with the doctor’s de 
parture, 

On last Saturday a writ of habeas corpus 
was served on the second Mrs. Bates and 
Mrs. Seaman, her mother, in Newport. It 
was asserted that Charles Halsey Bates 
“was being imprisoned and restrained” by 
them.

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FOR EFFECTIVE MILK INSPECTION, 

Fridey’s Post-Dispatch contained the chief features of the 

ordinance which certain dairymen and milk dealers 
wish to have passed as a substitute for the existing ordinance. 
It also contained a statement by City Chemist Bernays, show- 
ing why the proposed new ordinace should not be passed. 

The city chemist, under the law creating his office, performs 
his duties “under the supervision and control of the Board of 
Health” The proposal, therefore, to take the work of milk 
inspection out of his hands and place it under the health com- 
misaioner’s charge is manifestly an attempt to escape the rigor- 
ous enforcement of the law by the city chemist. It is evidently 
hoped that a new official may be more lenient than Chemist 
Bernays has shown himeelf to be. 

Thé feduction of the fine, making the minimum 85, would 

cheaper to evade than to comply with the law. Ex- 
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its impurity, would make conviction impossible. 

providing that inspectors shall enter dairies only during “rea- 
sonable business hours” could be so construed by the dealer as 
to defeat the law. The provision that every sample shall be 
tested by full chemical analysis, although the use of the lacto- 
meter and very simple tests by chemical ‘re-agents suffice in 
most cases to show adulteration, is on a par with the rest of 
the outrageous provisions of the proposed bill. 

The passage of this ordinance would tie the hands of the city 
authorities and make milk inspection a farce. Rould place 
the milk consumer at the mercy of such dishonest dairymen 
and dealers who alone can be profited by the proposed ordi- 
nance. 

The Municipal Assembly should not listen to any proposition 
that will tend to make milk inspection a whit less effective 
than it now is. The health and: lives of little children and of 
the citizens generally are at stake in this legislative fight.

THE TERMINAL FRANCHISE. \\ 

In considering the terminal ordinances the assembly should 
not stand out for little things.

The report of the shippers’ committee of the Business Men’s 
League is satisfactory to the business community and with this 
report the ordinance is in substantial agreement.

POWER IN DANGER 


Union, Shamed by Buchanan Into His 
Control, May Now Expel Walk- 
ing Delegate. 


CHARGES TO BE PREFERRED 


Second Conviction Likely to Eliminate 
__Him and End Opposition to the 
Arbitration Agreement. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 31--It took the jury 
just 12 minutes yesterday afternoon to ad 
judge Sam Parks, the Housesmiths and 
Bridgemen’s walking delegate, guilty of ex- 
torting $500 from the Tiffany Studios, a 
firm of contractors, under threat of keep- 
ing them from continuing work on build- 
ings last January, 

It was shown at the trial that Parks 
had obtained .$500 from the Tiffany firm 
as an “initiation fee’ last January, when 
the housesmiths and bridgemen were on 
strike on three of the Tiffany contracts in 
this city. 

Parks said this money was a fine levied 
by his labor union. Later, the fact de- 
veloped that Parks hd@ been disloyal to his 
union, inasmuch as he permitted the Tif- 
fany firm to — nonunion men on con- 
cern Jobs after having received the $500, 

This accusation was not denied by~ the 
defendant or his counsel during the trial, 
but the latter contended that Parks had 
given the money to the treasurer of his 
organization and that the entire transaction 
was a businesg deal which, instead of be- 
ing a crime, afforded considerable business 
advantages to the firm which paid the 
money. 

Counsel for Parks endeavored to intro- 
duce certificates as to the prisoner’s delicate 
state of health, but Judge Newburger, be- 
fore whom the case was tried, retused to 
admit them. 

In his charge Judge Newberger said that 
it made no difference what disposition 
Parks made of the money after he had ob- 
tained it from the representatives of the 
Tiffany firm, if, the belief of the 
jurymen, he had obtained it under a 
threat, direct or implied. as that fact 
would constitute extortion, the crime 
charged against the prisoner. 

When the jury was polied and the verdict 
rendered, Parks ry at the jurymen 
with the same look of defiance which he 
maintained during this, 
previous trial. 

He was remanded for sentence a week 
hence. 

Parks ts now awaiting the decision of 
the higher courts on a writ or error, hav- 
ing been sentenced after his first trial to 
@ term of not less than two and a half 
nor more than three and a half years in 
£1 Sing prison. 

The charge on which his former convic- 
tion was secured was also extortion. 

With Parks convicted and the where- 
abouts of “Tim” McCarthy unknown, 
Frank Buchanan, president of the National 
Association of Iron Workers. has persuad- 
ed Local No. 2, the Parks union, to take 
a long step toward agreeing to the arbi- 
tration plan ef the employers’ association. 

The man knows as Parks’ most bitter 
foe, told the union it should be ashamed 
of its blind obedience to the commands of 
a criminal; told the men they were the 
shame of orgnunized labor of this country 
and concluded by pointing out to them 
that the only possible outlook for peace 
aac work was in accepting the arbitration 
plan. 

When Buchanan had finished the con- 
servative element was in avsolute con- 
trol. and, at the next meeting, it was an- 
nounced, charges will be preferred aguinst 

arks and McCarthy, corfviction upon 
which wil! warrant the penalty of dis- 
miss2l from the union. 

The meeting. finally decided to leave the 
matter of the acceptance of the plan of ar- 
bitration’ to the executive committee of 
the International Association and the ex- 
ecutive committee of the union.
